OF 


THE  VISITING  JUSTICES. 


The  following  Report  of  the  Visitors  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  at 
Wotton,  in  and  for  the  County  of  Gloucester ,  made  in  accordance 
vnth  the  provisions  of  the  Lunatic  Asylums’  Act ,  1853,  was  laid 
before  the  Epiphany  Court  of  Quarter  Sessions,  held  at  Gloucester, 
for  the  County  of  Gloucester : — 

THE  Visitors  of  the  County  Lunatic  Asylum  in  accordance  with 

the  provisions  of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  Act  1853,  report  that 

♦ 

the  County  Lunatic  Asylum  contained  on  the  31st  of  December, 
595  patients,  of  whom  286  were  males,  and  309  females,  the  admis¬ 
sions  for  the  year  having  been  151.  As  the  County  Asylum  in  its 
present  state  is  not  calculated  to  contain  more  than  about  620 
patients,  it  is  obvious  that  the  extent  of  its  accommodation  is  so 
nearly  reached  as  to  require  the  serious  attention  of  the  magistrates. 
The  Visitors  believe  that  by  recourse  to  some  slight  expedients  all 
the  pauper  patients  requiring  admission  during  this  year  may  be 
provided  for,  after  which  time,  however,  some  fresh  provision  must 
be  made  for  that  class  beyond  what  the  County  Asylum  affords, 
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or  co  aid  probably  be  properly  made  capable  of  supplying.  The 
following  table  will  show  the  number  of  patients  in  the  asylum  at 
the  close  of  each  year  since  1856,  when  the  last  large  increase  of 
accommodation  took  place,  together  with  the  number  of  admissions, 
deaths,  and  discharges  for  each  year : —

From  which  it  appears  the  number  of  admissions  which  had  shewn 
a  partial  decrease  during  the  first  four  of  these  years,  have  greatly 
increased  since  1861,  when  the  chargeability  of  pauper  lunatics 
was  thrown  upon  the  common  fund  of  the  unions  by  the  24  and  25 
Viet.  c.  55.  But  it  is  not  only  from  the  increased  number  of 
admissions  that  the  Asylum  has  become  filled,  but  from  the  very 
unfavourable  character  of  the  cases  admitted  of  late,  a  very  small 
proportion  of  whom  have  been  in  any  respect  curable,  while 
increased  care  and  improved  treatment  have  tended  to  prolong  life. 
An  annually  increasing  residue  of  chronic  and  incurable  cases  is 
thus  left,  which  has  already  well  nigh  absorbed  the  whole  of  the 
large  additional  accommodation  which  has  of  late  years  been 
provided  for  the  lunatics  of  this  county.  There  are  many  chronic 
patients  now  in  the  Asylum  of  a  quiet  and  harmless  character, 
who  appear  scarcely  to  require  the  expensive  accommodation  of  a 
County  Asylum,  but  who  could  not  at  the  same  time  be  properly 
sent  back  to  their  unions,  since  the  ordinary  treatment  of  an  union 
workhouse  would  be  unsuitable  for  them,  and  if  attempted,  would 
in  all  probability,  lead  to  their  being  returned  to  the  Asylum 
upon  the  first  visit  of  the  Lunacy  Commissioners.  With  a  view 
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of  disposing  of  some  of  this  class,  the  Visitors  have  recently  com¬ 
municated  with  all  the  boards  of  guardians  in  this  county  to 
ascertain  whether  any  of  them  were  prepared  to  enter  into  an 
agreement  with  them  under  the  provisions  of  the  25  and  26  Viet, 
c.  Ill,  s.  8,  for  the  reception  of  a  limited  number  of  quiet  chronic 
lunatics,  but  they  found  that  in  two  only  of  the  workhouses  of  the 
county  was  there  any  spare  room  which  could  be  devoted  to  such 
purpose  and  in  these  it  was  of  too  confined  a  character  to  be 
suitable.  The  Visitors  are  therefore  compelled  to  draw  the  very 
serious  attention  of  the  magistrates  to  the  subject  of  providing 
some  additional  accommodation  for  pauper  lunatics,  as  a  matter 
upon  which  some  steps  must  speedily  be  taken.  The  County 
Asylum  has  now  nearly  reached  that  extent  beyond  which  no 
additions  can  be  made  with  advantage.  It  becomes,  therefore,  a 
matter  worthy  of  consideration  whether  in  making  any  further 
provision  for  pauper  lunatics,  it  may  not  be  desirable  to  form 
some  sort  of  auxiliary  establishment  for  the  reception  of  a  portion 
of  the  chronic  and  quiet  patients,  for  which  purpose  an  institution 
of  an  intermediate  character  between  the  expensive  appliances  of  a 
county  asylum  and  the  economical  discomforts  of  an  union  work- 
house  might  be  sufficient,  provided  that  the  consent  of  the  Lunacy 
Commissioners  could  be  obtained  for  the  purpose.  The  health  of 
the  inmates  of  the  Asylum  has  been  generally  good.  No  epidemic 
has  prevailed,  and  no  serious  accident  of  any  kind  has  occurred. 
The  deaths  have  been  57.  The  farm  buildings,  with  the  set  of 
workshops  attached,  which  were  in  the  course  of  construction  last 
year,  have  been  completed,  and  prove  a  valuable  addition  to  the 
institution.  The  drying  ground  has  been  enlarged,  and  improved 
means  of  ventilation  provided  for  the  boiler-house ;  also  some  of 
the  airing  grounds  have  been  improved.  The  Visitors  have,  during 
the  year,  made  a  fresh  arrangement  with  the  Board  of  Health  for 
the  supply  of  water,  which  is  to  be  paid  for  by  metre — a  payment, 
however,  amounting  to  £100  a-year  being  assured.  A  new  main 
has  been  laid  to  the  Asylum  premises,  and  a  new  set  of  service 
pipes,  with  proper  hydrants,  to  be  available  in  case  of  fire,  to  be 
arranged  round  the  buildings,  under  the  direction  of  the  County 
Clerk  of  the  Works.  During  the  year  the  Asylum  has  sustained 
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a  very  great  loss  in  tlie  retirement  from  ill  health  of  Dr.  "Williams, 
the  superintendent,  who  had  most  ably  presided  over  the  institu¬ 
tion  for  17  years,  and  under  peculiarly  trying  circumstances,  as, 
during  the  greater  portion  of  that  time,  large  structural  alterations 
were  taking  place,  and  much  building  proceeding  in  the  very  heart 
of  the  establishment ;  yet,  notwithstanding  these  difficulties,  he 
succeeded  at  all  times  in  maintaining  good  order  and  keeping  the 
institution  in  a  continually  improving  state.  It  is,  indeed,  owing 
to  his  unwearied  attention,  zeal,  and  ability,  that  the  Asylum  has 
attained  its  high  standing.  The  Visitors  have  appointed  Mr. 
Ebenezer  Toller,  formerly  medical  superintendent  at  St.  Luke’s, 
as  his  successor,  and,  as  far  as  they  are  yet  able  to  judge,  they  feel 
reason  to  be  satisfied  with  their  selection.  Discipline  is  maintained, 
the  same  kindly  and  generous  treatment  which  insures  the  con¬ 
fidence  of  the  patients  is  continued,  the  same  attention  is  paid  to 
keeping  as  large  a  number  as  possible  of  the  patients  employed, 
the  same  care  is  bestowed  upon  the  decoration  and  rendering  cheer¬ 
ful  of  the  wards,  and  affording  the  means  of  amusement  and 
recreation  to  the  patients  by  entertainments  and  otherwise,  and 
the  whole  establishment  appears  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition. 
The  Visitors  further  regret  to  record  the  retirement  of  Mr. 
Stephens,  the  clerk  and  steward,  from  ill-health,  after  18  years  of 
faithful  and  very  valuable  service :  and  that  Mr.  Benjamin 
Shadgett,  late  steward  at  the  Boyal  Naval  School,  New  Cross,  has 
been  appointed  in  his  place.
